Ms. Bishop requested and was granted an interview to discuss the final rejection of record. The discussion focused on 
the independent claim limitations of providing two areas of treatment, one area being electrically stimulated to alter 
circulatory perfusion at a second area creating hypoperfusion of the medication at the second area. While the 
elements of this limitation were acknowledged as being taught by the references, Ms. Bishop asserted the elements 
were not combined to teach the instant invention of independent claims 1 and 20.
